West London has three of the capital’s most 
dangerous roads for motorcyclists, with a total of 
106 accidents taking place in the area last year. 

The A219, taking in Scrubs Lane, Wood Lane, 
Shepherds Bush Road and Fulham Palace Road 
down to Putney Bridge, had a total of 46 deaths, 
serious injuries and damage to bikes during 2016, 
making it the third-worst road in London. 

The A40 from the Westway in Paddington out to 
Western Avenue at Hanger Lane, had 32 incidents. 

And the A315, from Hammersmith Gyratory, along 
the Great West Road and the Great Chertsey Road to 
Chiswick Bridge, was London’s 10th worst highway 
for two-wheelers. 

The figures, from insurer Swinton, showed 59 per 
cent of London’s victims were aged 25-40 - and that 
88 per cent of the accidents took place in good 
weather. Most were on a Tuesday. A total of 58 per 
cent involved bikes with engines which were between 
50 and 125cc in size. 

In all, 91 per cent of incidents happened on A 
roads in London - and 95 per cent of them involved 
male riders. 

Biker Mike Woof said: “There are a lot of younger 
riders on scooters and mopeds who ride like 
nutcases, throttle all the way out, weaving through 
traffic. They overtake on the inside and even at 
pedestrian crossings when everyone else has 


stopped. I’ve had a few close passes from young 
riders when I’ve been on my motorbike. 

"There are also a lot of younger riders buying 
powerful motorcycles too, which they don’t have the 
riding skills or experience to handle properly. 

“I see some of the young riders popping wheelies 
on the road, but they still can’t corner properly. 

“Research into crashes in Europe shows that 
about 65 per cent of motorcycle crashes are not the 
fault of the rider - it is other road users not looking 
properly. But an experienced rider will back off and 
use more caution at certain danger points on the 
road network. Younger riders generally don’t.” 

Rodney Kumar from road safety charity 1AM 
RoadSmart said: “We often find that while drivers 
and motorcyclists strive to be as safe as possible, 
some find it a challenge to understand exactly how 
to do so. 

“And as time passes after our driving tests, some 
of the simple tips we learnt to help stay safe can 
fade into the background. That’s why it’s important to 
offer useful and easily digestible information on how 
to be a safer biker.” 

Dan Agate from Swinton Insurance said: “Motor¬ 
cycle safety should always be front of mind for any 
rider, but awareness events are great reminders of 
just how imperative it is to do what we can to stay 
safe on the road. And talking about it now to riders 
in Greater London, ahead of summer months, is 
important. We hope guides help people to think more 
about safety with every journey they make.”

Get your walking shoes on and 
help boost a hospital charity’s 
coffers to fund healthcare at five 
west London hospitals. 

The charity is to lead an army 
of NHS supporters on its biggest 
ever fundraising walk 
covering the same distance as 
Big Ben to John O’Groats. 

Hundreds of NHS staff, 
patients and community 
supporters are expected to take 
part in the Walk for Wards event 
to raise money for Charing 
Cross, Hammersmith, St Mary’s, 
Queen Charlotte’s & Chelsea and 
Western Eye hospitals. 

Imperial Health Charity is 
organising the sponsored two or 
five-mile walk around 
Paddington and Regent’s Park 
in July. 

Collectively, the walkers are 
due to cover more than 500 miles 
- the equivalent of marching 
from the heart of the capital 
all the way to the UK’s northern¬ 
most point. 

The charity hopes to raise tens 
of thousands of pounds to 
fund a range of healthcare proj¬ 
ects across the trust’s five 
London hospitals. 





With less than two months to 
go until the big day, the charity 
is appealing for walkers. 

Everyone taking part can 
choose to raise money for a 
specific ward or department 
within the five hospitals or 
towards the charity’s More 
Smiles Appeal, which is funding 
the redevelopment of the 
children’s intensive care unit at 
St Mary’s Hospital. 

Ella Segaran, a dietician who 
works in the Intensive care unit 
at St Mary’s, is taking part in the 
walk with a team of colleagues. 

They will be striding towards 
the finish line to raise money for 
the ICU, which is undergoing an 
expansion with the addition of 
16 extra beds. 

“The work that we do is 
absolutely amazing and 
everyone is passionate about 
saving lives,” said Ella, who 
has worked at the trust for 
eight years. 

“The majority of the work we 
do is major trauma so we see 
some quite horrendous things. 
But it’s incredibly rewarding to 
see patients getting better under 
our care.” 

The walks start and finish at 
Merchant Square, Paddington, 
on Sunday, July 9. 

Last year’s event raised more 
than £20,000 to help the charity 
fund dozens of projects for the 
Trust, including major 
redevelopments, clinical 

research and initiatives to 
improve the patient experience. 

Now the charity wants to top 
its fundraising total and 
encourage grateful patients to 
stand shoulder to shoulder with 
hospital staff on the start line. 



Laura Kell, the charity’s head 
of fundraising, said: “Walk for 
Wards is a fantastic opportunity 
for everyone who has received 
exceptional care and support at 
the trust’s hospitals to say thank 
you with their feet, while 
enjoying the beautiful 
waterways of Paddington and 
Regent’s Park. 

“Every penny raised will be 
put towards making sure that 
patients continue to experience 
outstanding care and treatment 
during their time in hospital.”

The entry fee is £10 for adults 
and £5 for NHS staff, children

Funding helps 
reduce tremors 

For patients with essential tremor, the 
dream of leading a normal life has 
until now been a hope rather than 
an expectation. 

Uncontrollable shaking makes it 
almost impossible for some patients to 
write, use a mobile phone or even feed 
themselves, and many become 
withdrawn and isolated as a result. 

But a £1.1 million grant from Imperial 
Health Charity has funded research that 
is already turning lives around. 

Clinicians at St Mary’s Hospital have 
begun using new equipment that 
bypasses high-risk surgery and ineffec¬ 
tive medication. 

Unlike traditional surgery, the 
treatment does not involve cutting into 
the skull. Instead, high-intensity ultra¬ 
sound waves are used to target specific 
parts of the brain with heat energy. 

The results have been astounding. All 
eight patients treated so far experienced 
an immediate 95 per cent improvement 
in the severity of their tremor. 

It means patients who were once un¬ 
able to perform basic tasks can now take 
back control of their lives, while elderly 
or unfit patients are eligible for 
life-changing treatment for the first time.

“Children are basically just 
drunk people, aren’t they?” 
suggests Fin Taylor, reveal¬ 
ing the thinking behind his 
Shepherd’s Bush Comedy 
stand-up show for kids.

T he vast majority of Kensington and Chelsea 
landlords are law-abiding and meet their obli¬ 
gation to tenants. Unfortunately, however, 
there are some bad apples who put tenants at risk by 
flouting safety standards. In the past month the mes¬ 
sage was sent loud and clear that any 
landlords who fail to meet their 
obligations will face prosecu¬ 
tion by the council. 

The landlord of a 
Holland Park property. 
described by a district 
judge as a “death trap” 
and an “accident wait¬ 
ing to happen”, was 
fined £57,000 in April 
for a range of offences 
and breaches of housing 
regulations. 

The council’s environ¬ 
mental health officers 
spend a lot of time inspecting 
properties. Ideally, if they see 
standards are not being met, they 
can put things right by talking to the landlord and 
advising what needs to be done. However, in some 
cases conditions are so unsafe that further action 
needs to be taken. 

In this case, our officers were alerted to the safety 
breaches after the fire brigade were called out to a 
fire. 

They discovered the property had no automatic

fire detection system. This meant there was no prop¬ 
er early warning system to alert occupants to a fire. 
Some rooms had no fire doors, while other rooms 
had damaged fire doors with holes in at least one. 
Rooms were fitted with key-operated locks, so in the 
event of a fire there was a risk of the occupant being 
locked in their room. 

There were loose electrical cables with multiple 
electrical adaptors being used, placing extra load on 
electrical circuits and increasing the likelihood of 
fire. There was no evidence of a current Gas Safety 
Certificate for the boiler or heating system. One 
escape route, a staircase, was obstructed by a table, 
chairs and a gas cylinder. 

All of this is completely unacceptable and put the 
tenants’ lives at risk. 

The magistrate gave the landlord credit for an 
early guilty plea. The landlord also acknowledged 
that he was struggling with a medical condition and 
was not capable of managing property at the time. 
The court heard the landlord was no longer letting 
the property and was due to sell it. 

However, the magistrate took a dim view of ten¬ 
ants being put at risk. 

I hope this prosecution sends a message to 
other landlords that they must ensure their 
properties meet necessary safety standards. 
If the council discovers that laws to pro¬ 
tect tenants are being flouted, we will 
investigate and prosecute.

If you are a landlord and are in anyway 
unsure of your legal duties regarding fire 
safety in your property then go to 
www.rbkcc.gov.uk/housing/living-healthy- 
homes for information. 

While it’s disappointing to see some landlords not 
meet their responsibilities, it is important that we 
continue to make sure bad landlords are held 
accountable. 

We do this not only for tenants - who deserve a 
safe place to live - but also for the vast majority of 
landlords who do the right thing and deserve not to 
be tarred with the brush of the few.

M ost people do not check 
their pulse on a regu¬ 
lar basis but checking 
it as little as once a 
month could help to detect a 
common heart rhythm 
disorder in some peo¬ 
ple. 

Atrial fibrilla 
tion affects 
around a million 
people in the UK 
and is more com¬ 
mon in people 
aged over 65. 

It causes an 
irregular and often 
fast heart rate. If left 
untreated, it can cause 
clots to form in the heart 
which can travel to the brain and 
cause a stroke. Sometimes it’s 
associated with shortness of 
breath, tiredness, chest discom¬ 
fort or dizziness, but often people 
don’t have symptoms. That’s why 
it’s so vital to check your pulse - it 
may be the only way to find out if 
you have this condition. 

The best method is to place your 
first and middle finger on your 
wrist just below your thumb. 
Press gently and check your pulse 
for one minute. Don’t press too 
hard as you may interrupt the 
blood flow and you won’t be able 
to feel anything. 

Get used to what’s normal for 
you. Can you feel a regular or 
irregular pattern, are there any 
pauses and does it skip a beat?

Check it around 
once a month - the 
best time to check 
is first thing in the 
morning before 
getting out of bed or 
when you are at 
rest. 

If you are worried 
that your pulse is irregu¬ 
lar see your GP who may 
arrange diagnostic tests, includ¬ 
ing an electrocardiogram (ECG) 
and an echocardiogram, and pre¬ 
scribe blood thinning medicines 
to help stop clots forming, pre¬ 
venting stroke. 

You may be referred to an elec¬ 
tro physiology (EP) consultant. At 
Guy’s and St Thomas’ we offer a 
nurse-led cardioversion service, 
which uses electricity to resync 
the heart. 

We also perform ablation proce¬ 
dures, which target the tissue 
thought to be responsible for caus¬ 
ing the irregular rhythm.

Heathrow’s routes claim ‘must be taken with a pinch of salt’ 


A campaign group has 
said that Heathrow’s 
claims that a third run¬ 
way would deliver a lot 
more routes to domestic 
destinations ‘should be 
taken with a pinch of 
salt’. 

HACAN, the residents’ 
organisation which 
opposes a new runway, 
warned people to read 
the small print of the 
announcement very 
carefully. 

Heathrow, in its 
response to the 
Government’s consulta¬ 
tion, argued that there 
could be as many as 13 
new domestic routes, but 
admits in the small print 
that the ‘potential new 
routes are based on 
potential route maps 
published by easyjet and 
Flybe’. 

Easyjet has not con¬ 
firmed yet that it will fly 
from to Heathrow, even 
if a third runway is built. 

HACAN chairman 


John Stewart claimed 
that Heathrow’s claims 
were based on evidence 
‘so flimsy that it could 
fall apart at any 
moment’. 

He said: “Heathrow’s 
claims should be taken 
with a pinch of salt. The 
intention is more to try 
to reassure the regions 
that a third runway 
could benefit them 
rather than a serious 
prediction about the 
number of domestic des¬ 
tinations a third runway 
will serve.” 

The Government’s 
own consultation docu¬ 
ment, published earlier 
this year, downgraded 
the national economic 
benefits of a third run¬ 
way to £61 billion over 60 
years. This compares 
with the Airports 
Commission’s estimate 
of £211billion on which 
Heathrow’s promises of 
growth and jobs to the 
regions was based.

Q: What attracted you to exhibit 
at Country Homes & Interiors 
Summer, London? 

A: I’ve always loved the magazine 
- it’s so aspirational and inspira¬ 
tional. And I know that the people 
who will come to this show are 
likely to be interested in new ideas 
and colourful products which will 
look lovely in a home. 

Q: What will you be demon¬ 
strating at your stand? 

A: I will be showing people how 
they can make their own design for 
a Papershade. I run workshops in 
my studio so that people can come 
and create something which is 
completely unique. I’ll be letting 
people have a go at making their 
own collages - using all kinds of 
paper - and discovering how any¬ 
one (whether you are creative or 
not) can use paper to make a stun¬ 
ning paper lampshade which will 
work in their home or could be a 
really original present. 

Q: What was the inspiration be¬ 
hind your creative paper lamp¬ 
shades? 

A: I believe that lampshades don’t 
have to be boring, they can be art. 
As an artist I’d been thinking hard 
about different ways to use my 
work and then I had the ultimate 
Tightbulb moment’. Of course, that 
was the easy bit. Coming up 
with the idea, creating the tem¬ 
plate and ‘reinventing the wheel’ 
to find a way for paper to be self- 
supporting, took a long time. And I 
had to work out what kind of paper 
to use, the way it can be printed, 
cut and packaged. But the result is 
www.papershades.co.uk and 
I launched my first range of six flo¬ 
ral designs at the start of this year. 

Q: How easy is it to make your 


own paper shade? 

A: It’s very easy. A ready-made Pa¬ 
pershade, which you can buy on¬ 
line, arrives in an A4 envelope as a 
flat pack. There are five panels 
which slot into the two wheels - 
one large, one small. It’s very easy 
to fix the paper panels into the 
wheels and voila, you have made a 
paper lampshade which will fit 
onto all average lamp and light 
fittings. 

Q: What are you looking for¬ 
ward to most at the show? 

A: I’m looking forward to meeting 
lots of new people who share my 
enthusiasm for colour, paper and 
interesting design. And I hope that 
I’ll inspire some visitors to come to 
one of my Papershades workshops 
and have a go at creating their own 
lampshades. 

Q: Where do you look to for in¬ 
spirations for your colourful de¬ 
signs? 

A: So many things inspire me. I do 
love colour and all kinds of paper, 
so I’m always thinking of original 
and eye-catching ways to use tis¬ 
sue paper, wallpaper, wrapping 
paper and pages of magazines 
which I tear or cut up to create 
something new. The Floral Range, 
which I launched at the start of the 
year, are made from tissue paper 
art which conjure the colour and 
texture of wild flower meadows, 
poppies and gardens in full bloom. 
I made those pictures when winter 
seemed to have been going on for 
ages and I was desperate for sun¬ 
shine and colour; so I decided to 
create my own ‘flowering’ in the 
studio and these colourful designs 
are the result.

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Thames Paddlers get new code 
to help them stay safe on river

Paddlers taking to the 
Thames in their boats have 
a new safety bible to turn to: 
the Paddling Code. 

Paddling on the Tideway - 
A Code of Practice for Pad¬ 
dling on the Tidal Thames, 
was produced by the Port of 
London Authority (PLA), 
working with British Ca¬ 
noeing and several Thames- 
based paddling 

organisations. 

The tidal Thames is 95 
miles in length and is also 
known as the Tideway; it is 
home to 140 sporting clubs, 
from which more than 
19,000 people take part in 
water sports every year. 

It is also the UK’s busiest 
inland waterway for passen¬ 
gers and freight. Sport en¬ 
thusiasts take to the river 
for various sporting pur¬ 
suits, including sailing, 
rowing and paddle sports 
such as stand-up paddle 
boarding, kayaking, canoe¬ 
ing and dragon boat racing. 

The Paddling Code has 
been modelled on the suc¬ 
cess of the PLA Rowing 
Code and brings together in 
a single guide, with easy to 
read graphics, all the essen¬ 
tial safety information for 
regular and first time pad¬ 


dlers, covering trip prepara¬ 
tion, equipment use, navi¬ 
gating on the river, tips for 
tricky sections of the 
Thames, and handling emer¬ 
gencies on the Tideway. 

Previously this safety 
guidance was spread across 
three separate publications. 

Darren Knight, PLA assis¬ 
tant harbour master recre¬ 
ational, said: “The Tidal 
Thames is a diverse water 
space with relatively calm 
waters in Richmond, to 
busy, fast flowing sections 
in central London and out 
to an expansive estuary 
along the Kent and Essex 
coast. 

“We’ve developed the Pad¬ 
dling Code to give paddlers 
all the information they 
need on how to enjoy the 
river safely in one place. 
This will give new paddlers 
the confidence to take to the 
Thames and plan their pas¬ 
sages safely and provide 
seasoned paddlers new in¬ 
sight for taking on more 
challenging sections of the 
river.” 

Ben Seal, British Canoe¬ 
ing places to paddle man¬ 
ager, said: “The Tideway is 
one of the leading venues for 
water sports in the UK, with 
thousands of people taking 
to the river to exercise, de¬ 
stress or take in the scenic 


riverside views. The code is 
set to be a really valuable re¬ 
source for paddlers, which 
will improve their safety 
and the safety of others on 
the river, but also help to 
make padding a more enjoy¬ 
able experience.” 

The Paddling Code is 
available online on the PLA 
website at www.boatin- 


gonthe-thames.co.uk. 

All recreational users of 
the Thames are encouraged 
to download the PLA Tidal 
Thames app, which pro¬ 
vides real time tidal infor¬ 
mation, a calendar of 
events, details of the latest 
river safety notices and 
mooring locations. 

British Canoeing and the 


PLA will be launching the 
Paddling Code, with a pad¬ 
dle and briefing session, 
which is open to paddlers 
and group leaders to attend 
on Saturday, June 17.

Cyclist in 50s 
dies following 
lorry collision 

A cyclist has died after being 
hit by a lorry at a busy 
crossroads in Chelsea. 

The man, believed to be 
aged in his 50s, was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene last Monday morning. 

Emergency services were 
called to the scene, yards 
from Chelsea and 
Westminster Hospital, at 
10.43am following the 
collision. 

Police said the driver of 
the lorry stopped at the spot 
but was not arrested. 

The site of the crash, at the 
junction of Fulham Road and 
Redcliffe Gardens, remained 
cordoned off for much of 
Monday as police 
investigated. 

A Met Police spokesman 
said: “Police were called at 
10:43am on Monday, May 22, 
to a collision between a lorry 
and a cyclist in Fulham Road 
at the junction with Redcliffe 
Gardens. 

“The male cyclist was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene. Officers are working 
to establish the identity of 
the deceased, who is believed 
to be aged in his 50s. 

“The driver of the lorry 
stopped at the scene. He has 
not been arrested.”

My young cat, Charlie, 
keeps weeing on the floor. 
What can I do to stop her 
doing this? 

There could be a medical 
cause for unusual urination, 
such as a urinary infection, or 
it could be due to stress. 
Changing the type of litter you 
use can also cause cats to 
start urinating away from 
their tray. I’d advise taking 
him to your vet to get him 
checked out for any possible 
medical causes. If he gets a 
clean bill of health, then you 
can discuss his behaviour 
with your vet to determine the 
cause. 

My five-month-old 
Pomeranian puppy has a 
horrible habit; she eats her 
own faeces. We’ve tried 
lots of things, including 
stool repellent tablets, but 
she has now taken to con¬ 
cealing it in the hedge as 
she knows we’re waiting to 
pick it up. Please help. 

Puppies often learn this 
behaviour when they are very 
young. 

It can just be a learnt 


behaviour or it can be 
because they feel the need to 
recycle nutrients. It’s worth 
checking with your vet 
whether you’re feeding her 
the right food and she is get¬ 
ting all the nutrients and vita¬ 
mins she needs. Try and 
clean up after her as soon as 
she has gone to the toilet to 
avoid her eating it. You could 
try putting some tinned 
pineapple in her food as this 
makes the faeces less attrac¬ 
tive. Training her commands 
such as “leave” and “come” 
will also help so you can stop 
the behaviour before it 
happens. Good luck. 

My dog, Rueben, has a pet 
passport and I’ll be taking 
him to France for our sum¬ 
mer holidays. Does he need 
vaccinations before we go? 

Firstly, it’s important to con¬ 
sider whether travelling 
abroad is the best thing for 
Rueben. 

Some pets can find long 
journeys stressful and sudden 
changes in the temperature 
can be difficult for some pets. 
Arranging for Rueben to stay 
in a kennels or with a friend 


could be a better option. 
However, if he loves an 
adventure and will enjoy the 
holiday here is the informa¬ 
tion you need. Dogs, cats and 
ferrets travelling under the 
Pet Travel Scheme must be 
microchipped and have a 
rabies vaccination at least 21 
days before travelling. It’s 
also recommended that you 
take a visit to your vets at 


least three weeks before you 
travel as they can advise you 
on any relevant preventative 
medication that’s required for 
travelling to your destination. 
Before you return to the UK, 
Rueben must be treated for 
tapeworm by a vet and have 
his passport signed.

How can you 


S pring has arrived and 
before long the weather 
will start to turn in our 
favour, which means 
more time spent out¬ 
doors for us and our pets. 
However, this also exposes our 
much-loved cats and dogs to 
increased levels of ticks and par¬ 
asites. 

There are a number of ways 
you can prepare and protect your 
pets during tick season. There is 
potential for real damage to be 
made should symptoms go unno¬ 
ticed. 

Ticks and fleas are attracted to 
the warm weather just as much 


as we and our pets are, which is 
what leads to the increase in 
numbers during the warmer 
months. After every outing with 
your dog, it is important to check 
their coat thoroughly for any 
signs of ticks. Ticks look very 
similar to spiders with an egg 
shaped body, they can be large 
and easy to spot or much harder 
to locate so be extensive with 
your search. For pets with long 
hair, run your fingers through it 
to check for anything unusual. 
Pay particular attention to the 
head, neck and feet where para¬ 
sites tend to attach themselves 
the most.

we recommend buying a tick 
remover tool, as it is the safest and 
easiest way to remove ticks and 
prevent a further spreading of dis¬ 
ease. 

Ticks attach themselves to the 
skin of animals and feed off their 
blood. The areas in which they feed 
can become red and irritated, in 
extreme cases enough blood can be 
consumed to make pets anaemic. 
Ticks can also be responsible for 
causing a number of diseases, the 
most well-known of which is Lyme 
disease - a condition that can cause 
arthritis and painful swelling of 
pet’s joints. 

Ticks can also infect animals 


with Babesiosis, a condition that 
affects the red blood cells of those 
suffering and can lead to death in 
dogs in a very short space of time if 
not treated. 

There are supplements available 
that decrease, or even eliminate the 
amounts of ticks that attach them¬ 
selves to cats and dogs, it is best to 
opt for chemical free repellents. 
The AniForte Tick Shield, is chem¬ 
ical free as those used in some 
products can affect the pet’s nerv¬ 
ous system. 

One of the most common com¬ 
plaints amongst pets in the warmer 
months is that they suffer with 
itchy skin. There are a number of 


causes, however in many cases, 
grass mites are to blame. These 
types of mites can cause animals 
real grief by aggravating the skin 
with their bites. 

Again, there are natural repel¬ 
lents available that can be sprayed 
on pets before going outside that 
help to prevent these mites from 
attaching to your pet. 

Alongside parasites, fleas are 
even more popular in the warmer 
months. There are a few different 
species of fleas including cat fleas, 
dog fleas and even human fleas. Cat 
fleas are the most common howev¬ 
er and as well as making pets feel 
itchy and uncomfortable, flea sali¬ 


va can also cause allergic reactions 
and the spread of disease. 

Fleas are able to survive without 
a host for many months so it is 
important to thoroughly treat both 
your pets and your home extensive¬ 
ly to ensure all traces have been 
removed. 

Dogs are susceptible to ear mites 
when sending a lot of time out¬ 
doors. Some animals can react par¬ 
ticularly badly, suffering intense 
irritation of the external ear. 

Dogs infected with ear mites will 
typically scratch their ears exces¬ 
sively, even pulling out their fur as 
a result. In extreme circumstances, 
dogs can do damage to their ear 


drums and canal with their claws. 
You will also notice them shaking 
their head more than usual. 

If ear mites are suspected, a real¬ 
ly extensive inspection by a veteri¬ 
nary is advisable. Pets can then be 
treated on an outpatient basis with 
medication that kills the mites. 
Due to how contagious the mites 
are, all animals in the household 
should be treated and the home 
should be cleaned thoroughly. 

The majority of parasites and 
mites are very treatable and can be 
nipped in the bud before any last¬ 
ing damage is done - it is just a 
matter of keeping a close eye and 
being prepared.

The museum’s major exhi¬ 
bition, Robots, explores hu¬ 
manity’s 500-year quest to 
reimagine ourselves - not 
through paintings or sculp¬ 
ture - but as machines. 

The intriguing exhibition 
features a unique collection 
of more than 100 robots, from 
a 16th century mechanical 
monk to robots from modern- 
day research labs. 

The ticketed show also cur¬ 
rently includes The Last Sup¬ 
per exhibit by kinetic artist 
and sculptor Giles Walker. 

Visitors to the museum can 
also take the chance to see 
Major Tim Peake’s historic 
space craft Soyuz TMA-19M, 
which is currently on display. 

The space explorer re¬ 
turned to earth in the descent 
module on June 18 last year 
after six months orbiting the 


Earth on the International 
Space Station, conducting ex¬ 
periments, walking in space 
and even running a 
marathon. 

The historic exhibit is due 
to move to the National 
Science and Media Museum 
in Bradford in September. 

There is also the ticketed 
event Space Descent VR with 
Tim Peake, in which people 
can experience the thrill of 
being an astronaut and 
retrace his 400km journey 
back to Earth from the 
ISS. 

Major Peake is the guide 
for the virtual reality 
experience. 

Another major attraction 
at the museum is the Won¬ 
derlab: The Statoil Gallery, 
which is the UK’s biggest in¬ 
teractive science gallery 
which invites visitors to 
think like a scientist. 

The £6million permanent 
gallery has more than 50 ex¬ 
hibits over seven zones, with 
special treats including the 
chance to ride on a giant ro¬ 
tating model of the solar sys¬ 
tem. 

Tickets to the Wonderlab 
cost £8 for adults, £6 for a 
child and £22.50 for a family. 
General entry to the museum 
is free.

I y romance with 
Charlotte’s Place, 
a delightful 
chocolate box 
restaurant in the 
heartbeat of Eal¬ 
ing Common, started a while 
back, continued to flourish 
over the years and has now 
blossomed into full blown 
love. 

So word that after a major 
refurbishment the restaurant 
now boasted a characteristic 
new upstairs dining room 
making the very best of the 
splendid location it occupies, 
had me eagerly planning my 
return to west London to take 
in this welcome new addition 
to the proud ‘mother” of the 
Charlotte family, with its lit¬ 
tle sisters the Bistro in 
Chiswick and W5 in Ealing 
town centre. 

After years of gathering 
dust and in the space in 
which the original owner 
Charlotte lived, the new up¬ 
stairs dining room is the 
icing on the cake for a restau¬ 
rant that has been a firm 
favourite in the neighbour¬ 
hood for more than 30 years. 

It replaces the old base¬ 
ment eating area and more 
than complements the pleas¬ 
ant ground floor space, which 
continues to attract diners. 

The room’s original Victo¬ 
rian features have been re¬ 
stored with exposed brick 
walls, traditional wooden 
flooring and windows that let 


the light flood in and bounce 
around the area. The design 
in the airy space is clean and 
simple, even down to the eye 
catching handmade lighting 
and feature mirror. 

And of course the crown¬ 
ing glory is the splendid view 
over the Common it enjoys - 
surely one of the best in west 
London, with a backdrop of 
greenery and blossom gleam¬ 
ing in the sun on the day I vis¬ 
ited. 

But getting back to busi¬ 
ness it’s not just about a 
restaurant with a view, the 
most important thing is that 
the food more than matches 
it. 

Chef Lee Cadden has built 
quite a reputation in the 
three years or so he has been 
behind the pass, serving up 
well thought out seasonal 
dishes which make for a well- 
balanced and attractive 
menu, which now also in¬ 
cludes a tasting offering. 

My dining companion 
Fiona and I started with an 
artfully arranged clean and 
fresh tasting dish of goat’s 
milk yoghurt, beetroot and 
sesame, and then the soft and 
delicate flavours of cured 
mackerel and cod cheeks sit¬ 
ting proudly on a creamy 
smooth vichyssoise with po¬ 
tato salad. 

A chicken and mushroom 
terrine bagged plenty of 
depth and flavour and a 
crispy coated chicken wing

with mouth-watering wild 
garlic butter lifted it to an¬ 
other level. 

My main of succulent well- 
cooked middle white pork 
was the basis for a satisfying 
dish that worked especially 
well with a potato and brawn 
terrine, cabbage and earthy 
blood pudding, which added 
texture and interesting 
flavours to the dish. 

Fiona‘s beef cheek, topped 
with foie gras, simply melted 
in the mouth, and the rich¬ 
ness of a hard to fault dish 
was well balanced by deli¬ 
ciously sweet carrots braised 
in port and parmentier po¬ 
tato. 

Being a sucker for puds, I 
could not resist the indul¬ 
gence of a rich dark chocolate 
fondant which oozed good¬ 
ness and was set off nicely by 
salted caramel ice cream and 
honeycomb. Yum, yum. 

Throw in some very decent 
wines to complement the ex¬ 
cellent food offering and a 
keenly priced menu (lunch is 
£27.50 for three courses and 
£22.50 for two) and you can 
see why Charlotte’s still 
holds a special place in my 
heart - even more so now that 
it is a restaurant with a view 
hard to beat in west London 
and dine out on.
